; TALK INSTEAD OF ACTION 

! In aplte of the mllUona of words that hnve 
been written and apoken to emphasize It, a 
number of periona In our government seem 
to have forgotten thla fact: The United States 
l3 lighting a bloodlesa wflr of containment 
against 'Russia's reasonably bloodless cam- 
palfft of aggression. And the United States 
must light with as much cnmestness, eitl 
clency and unity as If It were a shooting w, 
instead of a cold war. 

This is not being done. The chief fault lies 
In Washington, and the blame can be divided 
between the two political parties. 

The American grand .strategy la good; the 
tactics arc not. Thus far the «nemy— and the 
time has passed for a politer word — can claim 
most of the victories. Tlic rcoaon la not hard 
to find. 

Under the Rufislan dictatorship the dlacl^ 
■pllne of pence and war is identical. Nobody 
arguea or fUlbustera or votes down the ruler' 
orders. The krcmlln has mado many atrategli 
and potentially military galna alnce 
ahooting war ended. It has consolidated these 
gains. 

Economically Russia haa not done ao well. 
But the comfort and happiness of the Rus- 
alan and conquered people is no concern of 
the kremlln'a. The Soviet government la un 
mLstakably preparing for war. 

The American government haa barely be- 
gun to use Its economic weapons, and ao far 
It haa used them rather badly. In spite of 
American aid, the situation In Greece Is rath- 
er worse than better. In spite of our aid, the 
altuatlon In China la definitely worse. Beyond 
that the American government haa talked 
without acting. • 

The Marshall plan Is the peacetime coun- 
terpart of the European Invasion of 1044. Bnt 
If the Invasion had been handled the way the 
European aid program Is being handled tO' 
, day. we would probably be taking orders from 
,,the Nazis, 

We are In the midst of economic war. But 
the senate' opponents of ERP. who could mus- 
ter only 19 votes on a minor amendment, hav 
delayed our effective prosecution of that war 
by days of stalling. 

We are threatened with shooting war. But 
our reserves Of personnel and production are 
dispersed and Inadequate. After the fall of 
Czechoslovakia {and Its armament factories) 
_the senate military affairs committee did con- 
sent at last to begin hearings on a universal 
military training hill. But the house version of 
that bill lies buried In the rules committee, on 
the i^him of three or four men. 

If we are to save ourselves from dictator- 
ship, wo must voluntarily atrlve for some' of 
the unity that dictatorship imposes. The dan- 
ger is clear. So Is the will of most Americana 
to support the means of averting that danger. 
Neither time nor the Russians are standing 

Btlll, \ . 

It la up to the willful mlnomy In our ffov- 
ernment to accept the majority decision and 
let the country .proceed with measures which, 
promise best to secure our safety and'to pre- 
serve peace and freedom in Europe while 
there are still peace and freedom to preserve, 



OUR FIRE I)EPART,^IE^■T, 
Because of the out-slandlng record which 
our fire department has established; it is only 
natural for the people of Twin Falls to take 
It for granted that the city's fire fighting 
equipment ia up to standard. 

But the statement which I, E. (Bill) 
Nltschke. commissioner of public safety, is- 
sued over the week-end shows that thla 
geniral assumption Is much too pptlmlatic. 
While wo seem fortunate In not having' many 
aerious fires, Mr. Nltschke warns that "we 
could easily have a conflagration that would 
easily wipe out blocks of property, not to 
mention the possibility of the losa of human 
Uvea," 

Twin Falls often forgets that it has grown 
. very rapidly In receht years; that certain of 
Its departments have not been expunded pro- 
portionately to meet the added demands. 
According td Commissioner Nltflchko that's 
.the situation with our fire dopartiVient. 

One of the city's three fire trucks. 
Instance, Is 27 years old, seriously over-heats, 
and on one recent occasion had to be towed 
back to the station.

■ Then he points' out tlio fftcf that ' the~f ire 
department is not equipped with a ladder 
truck, although the city already haa 18 three 
atory and 14 four story buildings. 

The condition of the fire station itself. In 
Mr, Nitschke's own words, Is "deplorable and 
pathetic." 

To remedy our fire department's short- 
com^gs,. he suggests a complete remodeling 
cf the present station or the .erection of a 
new building, the addition of necos-iary cquip- 
fflcnt, a drill tower with which firemen could 
bpcomo more familiar with their equipment, 
a new aub-atation at (he Intersection of 
ehoshone and ^^9 Lakes, a two-way-radio 
between the atatlon and the tniclcs, and the 
necesaary- laclUUea for fire fighting at th» 
»ew municipal airport. 

Mr. Nltschke has done the people of Twin 
Falla a real aervlce by calling these conditions 
to their attention. Maybe \Siy wIU agree 
*lth him that oui fire departmenV la of such 
Importance that "positive action" should be 
taken to bring It up to prpper fitandardj;
